The market opened steady at an 
advance of 5 to 12 points on rela- 
tively steady Liverpool cables, but met 
extensive hedging and realizing. 

October Declines. 

Offerings sent prices off to about 
yesterday's closing quotations during 
midday, October declining from 19.18 
to 18.94, while March sold off from 
18.86 to 18.72. Selling tapered off 
at these figures, however, and prices 
rallied later on covering, combined 
with trade buying, presumably to fix 
prices, 

After the early selling, comparative- 
ly little hedging was in evidence, and 
offerings were light on the afternoon 
bulge which carried most of the active 
months into new high ground for the 
day. March sold up to 18.92 or 20 
points net higher and closed at 18.88 
or within 4 points of the best. 

Two or three more private crop re- 
ports were issued. One made the con- 
dition 56.8 and the indicated yield 
14,347,000 bales. Another placed the 
condition at 56 and the indicated yield 
at 14,154,000 bales, while a_ third

The cotton market here today 
vanced 12 to 17 points on heavy rains 
in the eastern belt and on reports of 
a good demand for spots in southern 
markets, 

Trading was held in check by nerv- 
ousness over the government crop re- 
port due Saturday but the market 
was steady most of the day. New 
highs for the day were made in the 
last few minutes of trading. 

December, after gaining 11 points in 
early trading followed by a 14 point 
decline, advanced in late trading to 
18.50, up 15 points, and closed at 
18.48. 

Liverpool was 1 to 2 points better 
than due but October here opened 3 
points down and later months showed 
gains of 6 to 10 points. RKeports of 
rain caused an advance which sent 
October up to 18.40 and December to 
18.46, 10 to 11 points above the previ- 
ous close, 

Realizing then set in and the mar- 
ket eased off, October dropping to 
18.27 and December to 18.32, to to 14 
points below the early highs, but soon 
rallied on the detailed weather map 
showing heavy rains. 

After midsession the market ruled 
steady and fluctuated narrowly until 
late trading when reports of good spot 
demand in the southern markets sent 
prices upward to new highs. Oc- 
tober climbed to 18.48 and December 
to 18.50, 13 to 15 points above the 
previous close, and closed 1 to 2 points 
lower.
